To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Oswestry  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  beg  to  present  for  your  perusal  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1961 . 

The  report  has  been  presented  in  the  form  indicated  by  the  Minister  of 
Health,  which  includes  the  Vital  Statistics  of  the  area. 

The  Live  Birth  Rate  was  18.38  per  1,000  population,  (England  and  Wales 
17.4)  -  307  babies  being  born  in  1961.  The  Still  Birth  Rate  is  16.03  per 
1,000  live  and  still  births,  (England  and  Y/ales  18.7),  which  compares 
favourably  with  19.17  for  i960.  The  infant  mortality  rate  per  1,000  live 
births  was  19.5,  (England  and  Wales  21.4),  against  13 .03  in  i960.  The 
Death  Rate  for  all  ages  from  all  causes  was  14.07  per  1,000  population 
(England  and  Wales  12.01),  compared  with  12.25  in  i960 .  All  these  figures 
follow  the  national  trends  fairly  closely.  With  such  small  numbers  as  those 
dealt  with  within  the  Rural  District  an  extra  one  or  tv/o  -  for  instance 
deaths  in  infants  under  1  year  -  affect  the  ratios  considerably  without 
indicating  ar.y  real  change  in  incidence . 

In  1961  we  were  favoured  with  a  visit  from  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit 
from  Stoke-on-Trent  under  Dr.  E.  Posner.  The  public  response  was  quite 
good  and  several  previously  unsuspected  cases  of  lung  and  heart  disease  were 
diagnosed  and  subsequently  treated  successfully.  A  full  account  of  this 
visit  is  to  be  found  on  Page  19 . 

The  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  well  up  on  those  of  i960. 
This  increase  was  largely  accounted  for  by  an  epidemic  of  measles  in  the 
first  few  weeks  of  the  year.  As  I  mentioned  in  my  report  in  i960  measles 
is  never  absent  from  this  country  and  shows  a  marked  tendency  to  occur  in 
epidemic  form  every  other  year.  The  notification  of  measles  in  1961  numbered 
296  compared  with  21  in  i960. 
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The  many  and  varied  activities  of  the  Health  Department  were  carried  on 
faithfully  and  successfully  again  in  1961.  Health  Education  came  to  the  fore 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  with  the  formation  of  the  Oswestry  Joint  Home 
Safety  Committee  which  was  set  up  to  try  and  diminish  the  number  of  accidents 
in  the  home  and  to  promote  home  safety  generally. 

In  connection  with  Health  Education  it  must  be  appreciated  that  the 
personal  contacts  between  the  general  public  and  all  workers  in  the  public 
health  field  are  more  valuable  than  numerous  formal  talks  and  the  distribution 
of  leaflets  and  posters.  Propaganda  against  smoking,  and  for  the  promotion  of 
food  hygiene  generally  -  to  mention  but  two  examples  -  are  subjects  which  in 
this  way  the  public  can  be  made  very  much  aware  of  and  their  co-operation  en¬ 
listed. 

During  the  year  we  again  experienced  excellent  relations  with  the  general 
medical  practitioners  in  the  area.  The  local  press  have  also  been  most  helpful 
and  co-operative  -  especially  in  matters  of  health  education. 

At  the  end  of  1961,  this  country  experienced  the  first  of  a  series  of 
importations  of  smallpox  into  this  country.  The  death  rate  amongst  those  who 
contacted  the  disease  was  quite  high.  These  incidents  gave  an  added  stimul  s 
to  parents  to  have  smallpox  vaccination  included  in  the  routine  immunisation 
programme  of  their  young  children. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their 
able  assistance  in  compiling  this  Annual  Report.

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Causes  of  death  are  changing  slowly  as  is  also  the  age  structure  of  the 
population,,  People  are  living  longer  today  and  diseases  which  kill  old  folk  - 
heart  trouble,  arterial  disease,  cerebral  haemorrhages  etc.,  together  with  the 
cancers  -  are  becoming  predominant.  Reference  to  the  table  of  Causes  of  Death 
will  illustrate  these  changes. 

It  will  be  seen  that  deaths  caused  by  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system  generally  accounted  for  58.5%  of  the  total  deaths  while  deaths  from 
malignant  causes  (cancers)  accounted  for  11/6  of  the  total.  The  table  on  cancer 
shows  that  the  death  rate  per  1,000  population  from  cancer  is  2.25  compared  with 
Salop  County  Council  (1.78)  and  England  and  Rales  (2.16)  . 

A  Ministry  of  Health  Report  published  in  1961  incriminated  the  smoking  of 
cigarettes  as  a  causal  factor  in  the  production  of  cancer  of  the  lung  -  which 
condition  is  fast  assuming  epidemic  proportions.  Whilst  smoking  is  certainly  only 
one  of  the  many  factors  involved  it  is  the  only  one  under  our  direct  control.  The 
Minister  of  Health  commented  on  the  fact  that  people  nowadays  did  not  lack  the 
knowledge  but  the  will  to  put  it  into  effect  i.e.  to  give  up  or  to  cut  down  smoking.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


There  has  been  a  marked  decline  in  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  - 
especially  those  prevalent  amongst  young  children  -  during  the  past  few  years. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  this  change  can  be  attributed  in  some  measure  to  the 
immunisation  compaigns that  are  urged  against  these  diseases. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  in  1961  evolved  two  alternative  schemes  of 
immunisation  and  vaccination  for  young  children.  The  scheme  adopted  locally 
is  known  by  the  term  Schedule  P.  A  description  of  Schedule  P  is  given  below: -

SMALLPOX 


Two  importations  of  smallpox  from  abroad  into  this  country  occurred  in 
December,  1961 .  Outbreaks  of  the  disease  in  this  country  are  always  due  to 
the  importation  of  the  disease  from  abroad.  Modern  methods  of  travel, 
especially  by  air,  can  enable  a  person  to  contract  the  disease  abroad  and  land 
in  this  country  before  the  infection  is  obvious. 

These  two  importations  were  the  beginning  of  an  outbreak  of  smallpox  which 
lasted  well  into  the  early  months  of  1962 .  It  gave  rise  to  a  call  by  certain 
sections  of  the  community  for  the  re introduction  of  the  compulsory  vaccination 
acts. 

The  official  method,  however,  of  dealing  with  the  importation  of  the 
disease  consists  of  vaccinating  the  suspect  together  with  his  immediate  circle 
of  contacts  and  keeping  them  under  surveillance  for  the  appropriate  time  -  the 
so  called  "  ring  method11 .  If  secondary  cases  occur  similar  action  is  again 
taken.  Mass  vaccination  of  the  public  at  large  is  not  necessary  or  desirable 
but  it  is  most  important  that  all  parents  ensure  that  their  children  are 
vaccinated  routinely  against  smallpox  in  infancy. 

.VACCINATION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN . 

The  following  scheme  is  operated  by  the  Salop  County  Council. 

B.C.C-c  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  available,  with  parental 
consent  to  - 

(a)  school  children  in  the  year  preceding  their  fourteenth  birthday 

(b)  children  of  14  years  and  upvards  who  are  still  at  school  and  students 
for  further  education,  teacher  training  colleges,  technical  colleges 
and  other  establishments  for  further  education  and, 

(c)  whole  school  classes  which  may  include  a  few  children  under  years, 
for  convenience. 

The  table  on  page  17  gives  the  particulars  of  schools  in  the  Oswestry  Rural 
District  visited  for  B.C.G-.  vaccination  purposes  during  1961. 

All  positive  reactors  (to  the  Mantoux  Skin  Tests)  together  with  their 
school  and  home  contacts  are  routinely  followed  up  and  X-rayed.

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The  Stoke-on-Trent  Hass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  area  in  the  May 
and  June  of  1961 .  Apart  from  being  stationed  for  some  time  in  various  parts 
of  Oswestry,  sessions  were  held  at  various  outlying  centres,  including  - 
Gobowen,  'Whittington,  Vfeston  Rhyn,  Morda,  Trefonen,  Ruyton-Xl -Towns  and 
Kinnerley.  The  following  figures  summarise  the  findings  during  their  visit :- 
1,732  people  were  X-rayed  during  the  sessions  held  in  the  Rural  District 
apart  from  those  resident  in  the  rural  district  who  were  X-rayed  in  Oswestry.

Pour  cases  of  presumably  active  tuberculosis  'were  discovered,  al so  30 
cases  of  other  significant  respiratory  conditions  including  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  13  heart  conditions. 

It  was  felt  that  the  X-ray  campaign  was  a  major  contribution  towards 
eliminating  tuberculosis  from  the  community.  At  the  same  time  it  brougnt  to 
light  many  other  conditions  which  if  diagnosed  in  the  early  stages  are  amenable 
to  treatment .

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AMBULANCE  SERVICES 


Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  it  became  the  duty  of  the  County 
Council,  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  the  Act,  to  make  provisions  for 
securing  that  ambulance  and  other  means  of  transport  are  available  for  the 
conveyance  of  persons  suffering  from  physical  or  mental  illness  and  expectant 
mothers  or  nursing  mothers,  from  places  in  their  area  to  places  in  or  outside 
their  area. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

These  are  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Salop  Infirmary, 
Shrewsbury .  Telephone:  Shrewsbury  )+6Ql±0 

The  Bacteriologist  is  Dr.  A.  C.  Jones,  and  the  Pathologist,  Dr.  G.  Grant. 
This  service  is  based  on  the  Royal  Salop  Infirmary  and  undertakes  the  work 
for  local  authorities  free  of  charge  in  so  far  as  it  is  relevant  to  diagnosis. 

It  is  invaluable  particularly  in  the  expeditious  dealing  with  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  food  samples. 

BLOOD  TRANSFUSION  SERVICE 

For  very  many  people  during  the  course  of  serious  illness,  blood  trans¬ 
fusion  is  a  life  saving  treatment.  Anaemia,  loss  of  blood  in  accidents,  child¬ 
birth  or  operation  and  severe  burns  all  call  for  the  transfusion  of  blood. 

The  National  Blood  Transfusion  Service  Unit  based  on  Birmingham  visits 
Oswestry  twice  each  year  when  a  large  number  of  public-spirited  citizens  from  the 
Borough  and  Rural  District  attend  to  give  blood. 

New  volunteers  are  constantly  required  to  take  the  place  of  those  leaving 

the  district  or  reaching  "retiring  age".

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LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY  CELTICS 


Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  19 b6 ,  the  County  Council,  the 
local  health  authority,  provide  child  welfare  clinics „  The  clinic  in  Oswestry 
is  held  in  Upper  Brook  Street  every  Wednesday  from  9.30  to  12.30  p.m.  and  from 
1.30  to  4.30  p.m.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus  are  provided,  as  well  as  vaccination  against  smallpox .  Facilities  are 
also  available  for  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis. 

Vi/elfare  Food  -  orange  juice,  codliver  oil  preparations,  other  vitamin 
preparations,  powdered  milk  and  cereals  for  babies  -  are  all  on  sale  at  the 
clinics.  These  welfare  foods  are  also  on  sale  daily  except  on  Thursday. 

The  clinic  is  staffed  by  experienced  health  visitors  who  can  advise  mothers 
on  any  problem  connected  with  the  rearing,  feeding  and  management  of  babies  and 
young  children.  A  doctor  is  always  in  attendance. 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE 


This  service  is  provided  by  the  Salop  County  Council  as  one  of  its 
functions  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  It  helps  to  main¬ 
tain  the  aged  and  the  sick  in  their  homes.  This  excellent  service  is  run  in 
Oswestry  and  District  by  the  supervisor  Mrs.  Crombie  who  has  21  home  helps  under 
her  control .

There  was  no  occasion  in  1961  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  take 
action  under  the  Act. 
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DENTAL  CLINICS 


The  Salop  County  Council  provide  a  dental  service  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  for  pre-school  age  and  school  age  children.  The  aim  of 
the  School  Dental  Service  is  to  ensure  that,  as  far  as  practicable,  children 
-will  leave  school  without  the  loss  of  permanent  teeth,  free  from  dental 
disease  and  irregularity  and  trained  in  the  care  of  their  teethe  The  dentist 
holds  frequent  weekly  sessions  in  the  Clinic  at  Upper  Brook  Street,  Oswestry. 


CHILD  GUIDANCE  CLINICS 

Two  sessions  weekly  are  held  in  Shrewsbury  ano.  two  in  Wellington. 
Sessions  are  also  held  in  all  parts  of  the  County  as  the  need  arises.  The 
staff  includes  a  psychiatrist,  a  psychologist  and  a  psychiatric  social  worker. 

MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS .

(c)  All  entrants  to  the  teaching  profession. 

(d)  The  assessment  of  the  fitness  of  various  individuals  to  continue 
their  present  employment  etc..

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PUBLIC  LATER  SUPPLIES 


The  new  headworks  at  Ruyton-Xl -Towns  supplied  by  two  borehole  s?  one 
10”  and  one  21”  hae  been  brought  into  use  during  the  year  and  tapping  of 
mains  has  progressed  satisfactorily  in  the  village  of  Ruyton.  Delivery 
of  water  by  motor  lorry  ceased  in  Ruyton  in  September.  It  is  hoped  that 
during  1962  the  following  areas  will  also  be  supplied  with  house  connections: - 
Pentre,  Melverley,  Kinnerley,  Edgerley,  "West  Felton.  The  mains  are  already 
laid  and  charged.  The  laying  of  further  mains  in  the  Wykey  and  Tedsmore 
areas  is  progressing  and  it  would  seem  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when 
the  southern  area  of  the  district  will  be  supplied  with  piped  water.  In 
November  a  Local  Investigation  was  held  into  the  question  of  providing  a  new 
supply  to  Trefonen  which  at  present  not  only  has  an  unwholesome  supply  but 

also  one  which  is  entirely  inadequate.  Other  areas  dealt  with  were 
Llanyblodwel ,  Morton,  Crickheath,  Sweeney  Mountain  and  Croesaubach.  The 
Minister’s  decision  is  awaited. 

Welsh  Frankton,  mentioned  on  several  previous  occasions  is  in  dire  need 
of  a  water  supply.  The  inhabitants  are  dependent  on  unreliable  wells,  springs, 
watercourses  *nd  canal.  The  Council  in  this  case  are  negotiating  with 
Ellesmere  R.D.C.  for  the  supply  of  water  mains  proposed  to  be  laid  by  that 
Council  in  the  Welsh  Frankton  area. 


PRIVATE  WATER  SUPPLIES . 

Although  the  provision  of  mains  is  progressing  satisfactorily,  a  number 
of  premises  where  it  is  uneconomical  to  provide  mains  will  inevitably  have 
to  be  supplied  by  local  sources  and  the  Health  Department  is  continuously 
giving  advise  on  remedial  measures  where  supplies  are  found  to  be  polluted. 
The  use  of  small  chlorinating  plants  and  filters  is  becoming  more  widespread. 
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SEWERAGE  WORKS  . 


The  new  joint  sewerage  scheme  between  Llanfyllin  R.D.C.  and  Oswestry 
R.D.C.  to  serve  the  Pant  and  Llanymynech  areas  was  brought  to  a  standstill. 
The  Contractor  defaulted  and  the  Councils  were  obliged  to  terminate  the 
contract.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  new  arrangements  will  be  made  in  the 
near  future  and  work  on  the  scheme  recommenced.  The  Council's  Consulting 
Engineers  are  now  planning  sewers  and  sewerage  disposal  works  for  Ruyton- 
XI -Towns  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  followed  by  schemes  for  Trefonen 
and  Vtfest  Felton.  The  three  districts  have  mains  water  supply,  although  as 
previously  mentioned  the  supply  is  limited  at  Trefonen  and  retarding  de¬ 
velopment  o  A  public  sewer  and  sewage  disposal  works  are  necessities  where 
built  up  villages  are  having  mains  water  supplies. 
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HOUSING  SURVEY. 


The  following  report  is  on  the  progress  made  of  inspections  now  "being 
carried  out  within  the  district  of  houses  not  exceeding  £18  rateable  value 
but  excluding  agricultural  and  Council  House  premises.  The  object  of  the 
survey,  apart  from  the  Council’s  legal  obligation,  is  to  attempt  to  have 

properties  brought  up  to  a  reasonable  standard,  prevent  further  deterioration, 
and  to  enable  the  Council  to  formulate  its  slum  clearance  programme. 

When  putting  forward  the  need  for  a  survey,  I  did  point  out  that  the  main 
object  should  be  to  save  houses  or  prolong  their  life  rather  than  place  them 
in  Demolition  or  Closing  Order  categories,  and  throughout  the  survey  this 
principle  has  been  foremost  in  our  minds;  every  house  saved,  avoids  the  costly 
construction  of  a  council  house. 

vYe  have  and  are  being  confronted  with  many  problems,  especially  with 
regard  to  old  people,  and  owner-occupiers  who  since  the  war  having  bought  old 
cottage  property  and  committed  themselves  to  re-payment  of  a  mortgage,  find  it 
difficult  to  raise  money  to  improve  the  property.  To  this  end  the  aid  of  a 
grant  from  the  Council  is  of  value.  Often  we  hear  that  the  majority  of  grants 
are  going  to  owner-occupiers.  This  is  true  in  many  cases,  but  it  has  resulted 
from  young  couples  who  have  failed  to  obtain  or  are  tired  of  waiting  for  a 
Council  House  having  bought  a  cottage  and  improved  it  gradually.  The  ultimate 
effect  is  that  the  Council  instead  of  providing  a  Council  House  for  that 
purpose  at  a  cost  of  say  £2,000  has  made  a  contribution  of  a  maximum  of  £400 
grant  of  which  7 5/°  is  paid  by  the  Exchequer. 

Informal  and  formal  notices  have  been  served  on  owners  in  respect  of  dis¬ 
repair  to  roofs,  chimney  stacks,  gutters,  walls;  inadequate  light  and 
ventilation,  absence  of  sinks,  drainage  and  internal  cold  water  supply,  de  - 
fective  grates,  floors,  doors  and  staircases-  inadequate  facilities  for  the 

preparation,  cooking  and  storage  of  food. 

In  many  cases  the  length  of  time  taken  to  carry  out  work  is  far  too  great, 
but  this  is  not  altogether  the  fault  of  the  owners .  The  reason  for  delay  is 
often  on  the  part  of  the  builders  and  our  survey  proves  that  there  is  only  a 
limited  building  force  in  the  area  prepared  to  carry  out  repair  work

HOUSING  SURVEY  Continued:- 


The  survey  is  taking  rather  longer  than  anticipated,  but  it  is  not  just 
a  matter  of  inspecting  a  house  and  leaving  it  at  that.  If  defects  exist,  a 
letter  accompanied  by  a  schedule  of  works  is  sent  to  the  owner,  this  often 
results  in  an  interview  with  the  owner,  Agent,  Architect  or  Solicitor,  then 
follows  re-inspection  and  often  service  of  reminders  until  the  work  is  sat¬ 
isfactorily  completed.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  table  that  the 
service  of  notices  has  resulted  in  758  re-inspections. 

There  are  a  number  of  owner-occupiers  in  particular  who  are  desirous  of  im¬ 
proving  their  premises  but  meet  difficulties  in  regard  to  drainage.  In  many  cases 
it  would  probably  be  impracticable  and  certainly  uneconomical  for  the  Council  to 
provide  sewers,  but  there  are  areas  namely  the  Wern,  Weston  Rhyn  and  St.  Martins 
Moors  where  there  does  appear  to  be  a  case  for  the  Council  to  extend  the  present 
sewerage  system,  and  so  enable  owners  to  provide  water  closets  in  those  areas. 

In  both  areas  septic  tanks  could  be  provided,  but  it  would  not  be  possible  to 
dispose  of  the  resultant  effluent  to  soakaways  because  of  the  very  dense  nature 
of  the  ground.  In  the  Pontfaen  area  a  public  sev/er  does  exist,  but  it  is  not 
satisfactory  and  should  be  improved.  The  Council  has  instructed  the  Engineer  to 
investigate  the  possibility  of  sewering  the  area  mentioned,  and  we  in  the  Health 
Department  are  anxious  to  see  the  work  carried  out  as  soon  as  possible. 

As  far  as  one  can  ascertain  at  the  present  time  no  further  houses  are  le- 
quired  for  slum  clearance  after  the  lore sent  programme  is  dealt  with,  to  rehouse 
occupiers  in  the  Weston  Rhyn,  St.  Martins  and  the  Whittington  Ward  of  the 
W hit ting' ton  Parish. 

There  are  a  few  sub-standard  dwellings  existing  but  they  are  occupied  by 
old  people  who  do  not  wish  to  be  disturbed.  The  cottages  in  these  cases  will  be 
dealt  with  when  the  opportune  time  arises.

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FILTHY  AND  VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 


Two  cases  of  people  living  under  filthy  conditions  were  dealt  with 
during  the  year.  One  case  involved  a  brother  and  sister  living  in  condemned 
property  and  refusing  to  be  rehoused  in  a  Council  House.  The  sister’s  health 
eventually  broke  down  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  have  her  and  her  brother 
removed  to  Hospital  Part  III  accommodation. 

The  second  case  involved  an  old  man  who  again  was  in  poor  health  and 
was  removed  to  hospital. 

Both  cases  were  dealt  with  by  persuasion. 

REFUSE  Arfl^SALVA^lj _ JXLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  refuse  collection  and  salvage  recovery  is  controlled  by  the  Health 
Department.  During  the  year  the  scheme  has  run  smoothly  and  despite  the 
growing  development  no  extra  staff  has  been  employed.  Overtime  has  of  course 
increased  and  the  time  is  not  far  distant  v/hen  the  Council  will  be  faced  with 
employing  more  labour. 

Refuse  collection  like  many  other  public  services  is  one  which  is 
probably  taken  too  much  for  granted  by  the  public,  resulting  in  insufficient 
care  being  taken  in  the  tjrpe  of  refuse  desposited  in  the  dustbin.  With  the 
full  co-operation  of  the  public  I  see  no  reason  why  the  amount  of  rubbish 
collected  in  a  rural  area  of  this  type,  could  not  be  decreased  by  at  .least 
25/'°.  Often  one  finds  in  bins  garden  rubbish  which  should  be  on  the  compost 
heap  and  numerous  combustible  materials  which  could  be  destroyed  at  home 
without  causing  a  hardship  or  nuisance  to  anyone .  Not  only  would  the  cost  of 
collection  be  decreased,  but  tipping  space  would  be  saved  which  is  becoming 
more  scarce  month  by  month.  In  the  northern  area  of  the  district  in 
particular,  the  shortage  of  suitable  places  to  dispose  of  refuse  is  becoming 
particularly  acute  and  it  will  mean  that  eventually  the  refuse  will  have  to 
be  hauled  long  distances  for  disposal.  Otherwise  the  Council  will  be  faced 
with  the  cost  of  a  central  disposal  unit.  Salvage  continues  to  be  collected 
as  in  previous  years.  Baling  is  now  carried  out  by  an  electric  press. 
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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 


The  Council  have  decided  to  erect  a  sanitary  convenience  on  the 
11  Race  course”  and  it  is  hoped  to  be  in  use  for  the  summer  of  1962.  Much 
thought  has  been  given  by  the  Engineer’s  Department  to  the  type  of  building 
to  be  erected  and  it  is  hoped  that  members  of  the  public  will  not  abuse 
the  structure  and  fittings  as  so  often  happens  to  this  type  of  building. 

The  Council  also  have  under  consideration  the  erection  of  similar 
buildings  in  Llanymynech  and  Gobowen. 

ATMOSPHERIC  JPOLLUTION . 

The  greatest  sources  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  district,  apart  from 
the  domestic  grate,  are  the  quarrying  industries.  The  very  nature  of  the 
industry  creates  a  problem  so  far  as  dust  is  concerned.  Whilst  much  can  be 
done  to  control  the  dust  at  the  plant,  one  often  sees  clouds  rising  from  the 
quarry  roads  when  being  traversed  by  heavy  lorries.  In  very  dry  weather  this 
is  a  particularly  difficult  problem.  Spraying  with  water  is  only  very  temporary 
in  hot  weather  even  where  an  adequate  supply  of  water  is  available  from  pools 
or  rivers.  The  only  answer  appears  to  be  the  cleaning  of  roads  as  often  as  is 
practicable,  but  anyone  familiar  with  quarry  roads  will  know  that  this  is  not 
an  easy  matter. 


M OVEABIE  DWELLINGS. 

The  number  of  moveable  dwellings  for  which  Planning  Permission  has  been 
granted  during  the  year  is  twelve  and  one  refusal. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS 

The  Joint  Committee  set  up  by  the  Oswestry  Borough  and  the  Oswestry  Rural 
District  Council  continues  to  be  responsible  for  Rodent  Control  One  man  is 
employed  and  he  deals  with  the  treatment  of  premises  under  contract  and  the 
inspection  of  premises.  No  heavy  infestations  have  been  reported  during  the 
year  and  it  would  appear  that  rodents  are  well  under  control.
